the football scout becomes more important 
than ever. Ran Howard is the man Rangers 
depend upon for the raw materia! of the future. 

Ron took over in the summer when Derek 
Healy went ta Crystal Paiace but he'd been 
working with Derek since 1966. As he points 
aut: “Seventy-five per cent of the playing staff 
at Rangers are home produced.”’ And already 
some of the young players Ron himself found 
are playing in the reserves, players like Ray 
Seary, Gary Williams, Paul Kempton and Alan 
Mayes. 

This high percentage of success for young 
players is a factor in Rangers favour when 
we are competing against the more established 
London clubs like Tottenham and Arsenal. It’s 
always better to join a club where you stand 
a good chance of getting into the first team, 
than an Outfit which relies upon tha transfer 
market for its new players.

They 
were last beaten by Burnley on ist 
October 1967, and still ratain thair 
racord of never having failad to score 
at home, even though this game is 
the 24th tims they have played at 
home. 

QPR supporters will not wish to 
dwall too lang on QPR’s away record 
at Hillshrough. They have made aight 
visits to Wednesdays graund—and 
have drawn once and lost seven 
times—scoring two goals to Shef- 
fiald’s 16. 

Shaffield Wadnesday paid their first 
visit to Loftus Road on 23rd April. 
1949. QPR wera 12th im the tabte, 
Wednesday were sighth. Wednesday 
took the lead against the run of play, 
and in spite of QPR doing most of the 
pressing Wednesday were 2—J up at 
half-time. Bill Haath scored soon 
after half-tima, and it looked as 
though QPR wera going to get least a 
draw, but Wednesday scored again 
and won the match 3—1. 

The mext two matches both ended 
in draws. The sides draw O—O in 1950, 
2—2 1m 1954 (Bert Addinall and Con- 
way Smith scaring for QPR) 

The sides didn’t meet again until 
1968. and since then Wednasday 
have visited Loftus Aoad on four 
occasions—and gone away pointiess 
each time. 

In the First Oivision match, played 
on 12th Octaber 1968, 19,044 specta- 
tors—a secord for this fixture at 
toftus Road, saw QPR gain thair 
sacond successive home win in First 
Division football (which is still a 
recordl).

tackles to score, 

QPR nearly gave a point away 
however. In the 87th minute and 20 
second, Kally clearad Straight to 
Eustace, who drove it back past him 
from 40 yards. 2 minutes and 10 
seconds later, Witham volleyed a lob 
from Ford ta make the score 3—2. 

On 6th April 1971, 11.371 saw QPR 
win the second of these fast four 
matches. In a match in which QPR 
probably outplayed Wednesday QPR 
only won by one goal to nll thanks 
to 2 brilliant display of goalkeeping 
by Pater Grummitt. He was beaten 
by Rodney Marsh in the 33th minute, 
when Marsh scored his 21st goal of 
the season from a Mike Ferguson 
pass. 

On the 14th August 1971, 13,270 
people saw QPR complete a hat-trick 
of victories. All threa goals came fram 
dead ball situations. Marsh was 
brought down by Ken Burton in tha 
10th minute and he converted the 
panalty. In the 21st minute Marsh 
scored from a flicked free kick from 
outside the area by Terry Venables. 
Just before half - time, Venables 
chipped a free kick over a wall of 
defenders for Gerry Francis to nip in 
and score. 

Wednasday‘s Jast visit was on 19th 
August last yaar, thea second year 
running that they ware the (first 
visitors to Loftus Road in the season. 

In the first minute Gosry Francis 
scored from 20 yards, 10 minutes later 
O’Rourke outsped Swan, ond scored 
easily from just inside the area.

FIRST DIVISION GLUBS NOW DOMINATE 


By TONY PULLEIN 


It's Cup-tie time again. And, if the League 
Cup‘s recent record is any quide, it 1S a Certain 
ume for excitement. This is the 14th League 
Cup tournament and so far not one year has 
gone by without several new records being 
broken. " 

Last season Spurs became the first club to 
win this trophy for a second time And several 
clubs achieved their best-ever performance. 

Since the League Cup became a passport 
into Europe, the big clubs have taken it much 
more seriously. This is reflected upon the 
larger percentage of First Division sides sur- 
viving to the later stages, to the exclusion of 
giant-killers who once were the rule, rather 
than the exception. 

For the past two years all four semi-tinalists 
have come form the First Division—something 
that had never happened before. This endea 
the bi-annual tradition, started by ourselves, of 
Third Division clubs reaching Wembioy— 
Rangers and Swindon won the Cup in 1967 and 
1969, Aston Villa were beaten finalists in 1971. 

The League Cup has come a long way since 
it was first introduced, amid much criticism. 
The first League Cup ties—Bristol Roveis v. 
Fulham and West Ham v. Chariton—were 
played on September 26th, 1960, bur, only two 
days after those first-round ties had heen 
settled Leeds and Blackpool, who had received 
byes, met in the second round while 21 first- 
round ties had still to be played. 

The public became confused when, on 
several occasions, there were first-round, first- 
found replays, second-round and second- 
round replays all on the same dayl 

A Rangers‘ player still shares the record for 
the best individual scoring feat tn a League 
Cup tie, Alan Wilks hitung five goals against 


Oxtord in 1967/68. This equalled the record set 
up by Southampton's Derek Reeves. who 
scored five against Leeds in 1960/61. 

Tony Brown, of West Bromwich, was the 
first man to net in every raund when Albion 
beat West Ham in the 1966 final. The only 
player to score in every game including both 
legs of tha semi-linal—was Clive Clark, also 
West Bromwich, in 1966167. 

Only two clubs have established record 
attendances for a League Cup tie — Darling: 
ton (21,864 v. Boltan in November 1960) and 
Lincoln City (23,196 v. Derby in November 
1967)
